2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject 
matter of the independent claim could either not be found or was not suggested in the 
prior art of record. Specifically, the combination of features is the basis for patentability. 
The subject matter not found was a connector comprising a male luer projection, a 
female luer end portion, an exterior housing positioned therebetween, a valve member 
having a first portion that is within the external housing and not within the male luer 
projection in the closed position and having a second portion within the male luer 
projection, a longitudinal pathway and a transverse pathway within the second portion of 
the valve, a closed-ended plug, a seal extending around the second portion of the valve, 
a biasing member that surrounds a portion of the first portion and is non-unitary and 
discrete from the seal and the valve member, and an actuating member that is actuated 
by a female luer end and is (along with the first and second portions of the valve 
member) non-deformable.
